Collector Adds to Income by 
Commission on Hunting 
and Fishing Fees. 


Elected to a $40M-a-year job, 
License Collector Oliver Chapman 
has a legal perquisite which, 
his interest on a daily bank bal. 
ance, nets him more than $196,000 a 
year. The Post-Dispatch learned 
today that his commission of 15 
cents On every State hunting and 
fishing license which he issues 
aniounts to about $5500 a vear. 

Chapman’s salary is $4uv9 a 
year, but it was shown by the ost- 
Dispatch last week that he auso 
retains interest on daily bank bal- 
ances amounting to between $992 
and $1000 a ear, a practice which 
apparently has no counterpart in 
St. Louis, where Collector Koel: 
and Circuit Clerk Schmoll! turn 
back their bank interest to the city 

Today it developed that Chap- 
man also gets a commission for 
every State hunting and fishing li- 
cense sold in his office. He ad- 
mitted, when questioned by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, that from 
that source he drew about $5500 
last year. 

“But that’s absolutely all I get,” 
he added, “the salary, the bank 
interest and the hunting and fish- 
ing fees.” 

Provision for the retention of the 
hunting and fishing license fees by 
the License Collector is made in 
Section 602, Revised Statutes of 
1919, which specifically states that 
the License Collector shal] not be 
required to account for the fees in 
making his financial] reports.

WASHINGTON, May 8&.—While 
the revised Mississippi flood con- 
trol bitl does not conform alto- 
gether with President Coolidge’s 
ideas, he considers it as good as 
can be obtained from Congress. 

The President feels that the bill 
has been deflated somewhat and 
is now in better form than when 
the congressional managers took 
up their task of reconciling House 
and Senate differences. 

Considers New Plan Best. 

As he views it, the main diffi- 
culty has been over the possible 
payment by the Federal Govern- 
ment of damages growing out of 
future 
Valley. In that respect he re- 
gards the proposal now up to Con- 
gress for final approval as better 


than previous drafts of the meas- 
ure. 


Soon after President Coolidge’s . 
views were disclosed, the House ap- 


proved the conference report on 
the bill. The report now goes back 
to the Senate, where final congres- 
sional action will be taken. Then 
it will be sent to the White House 
for Mr. Coolidge’s approval. 

The possibility of additional 
taxes rather than a tax reduction 
is seen by the President if Con- 
gress approves the numerous pro- 
posals before it calling for funds 
from the Treasury. 

Hopes to Remove Threat. 

The President regards the num- 
ber of such proposals before Con- 
gress and the amount they in- 


volve as appalling. ‘He hopes, 
however, that Congress will de- 
cline to act upon these and re- 
move the threat to the Treasury 
that he feels they involve. — 

In Mr. Cooldge’s opinion, two 
such proposals when considered 
together are the postal rate reduc- 
tion bill and the proposal to in- 
crease the pay of postal employes. 
He feels the two together would 
cost the Treasury $58,000,000, 
when, in his judgment, is exces- 
sive, in view of the fact that the

The revised conference report

Finally the Times, under Gur- 
ley’s direction, found a photogra- 
pher who had copied checks and 
contracts for Stephenson before he 
went to prison. Later the newspa- 
per found by accident a note which 
Stephenson had written and which 
indicated that the damning docu-

“Black Boxes” Produced. 

When the Times asked for a 
subpena for Julian, the latter 
rushed to the penitentiary and was 
closeted secretly with Stephenson 
for two hours, then vanished from 
Indiana until the pending election 
was over. Later the Times was re- 
sponsible for.Julian’s delivery, un- 
der order of stasbenson, of two

That was the situation at the be- 
ginning of 1927, when the newspa- 
per’s hardest fight commenced.

The Times produced checks from 
Stephenson to Gov. Jackson. Next 
it published the charge that Jack- 
son, when a candidate and Secre- 
tary of State had tendered a 
“bribe” of $10,000 and offer of im- 
munity before any jury to Warren 
T. McCray, then Governor, in re- 
turn for the appointment of a 
henchman of the klan group as 
Prosecutor in Indianapolis. Three 
weeks later Gov. Jackson wrote a 
letter of denial. Next day he was 
indicted by a grand jury, the in- 
dictment alleging that he informa- 
tion had been withheld from Pros- 
ecutor and public until published 
by the Times. 


Counsel Wins Dismissal. 


At the ensuing trial, the charge 
was supported by McCray, who had 
also been indicted and convicted, 
and by McCray’s son-in-law. Jack- 
son’s counsel finally obtained dis- 
missal of the indictment on the 
ground that there had been no 
proof that the Governor had ac- 
tively concealed the matter, and 
the statute of limitations barred 
prosecution. 

The Times ruthlessly exposed 
misrule in Indiana. Clyde Walb 
was chairman of the Republican 
State Committee when Stephenson 
came into power. Walb is now in 
Leavenworth prison for conspir- 
ing to loot the bank of his home 
city through forged notes, the 
Times forcing the proescution at a 
time when powerful influences 
were at work to conceal the facts. 

In consequences of the Times’ 
disclosures, a former State Treas- 
urer is now under indictment for 
taking commisions from banks on 
state deposits. Five other minor 
city officials of Indianapolis have 
been indicted and two of them 
have been convicted.

GANGSTER SLAIN, 
THROWN IN ALLEY 
IN KANSAS CITY 


Murder of Johnny Regina, 
Who Had Police Record 
in St. Louis, Linked With 
That of Bootlegger. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 8.—A 
fragment of a bullet that caused 


the death of a man identified as 
Regina, formerly of St. 
Louis, today sent police on new 
trails in the investigation of the 
slaying of Freddy Shofstall, re- 
puted head of a liquor ring here. 
Shofstall was killed early yes- 
terday morning in a revolver fight 
with three men who attacked him 
as he attempted to place his car 
in ‘his garage. He retuyned the 
fire with a 38-caliber pisto] and 
apparently seriously wounded one 
of his assailants. Blood stains and 
a pistol were found near the car 
in which Shofstall was killed. 
Investigating a nannonymous tel- 
ephone call, police last night found 
Regina’s body in an alley. It was 
wrapped in a blanket, and, officers 
said. apparently had been carried 
to the spot several hours after 
death. A fragment of a 38-caliber 
bullet had pierced the brain. 
Detectives said that one of the 
bullets fired by Shofstall struck 
the steel frame of his car, and had 
shattered glass in the door of the 
automobile in such a manner as to 
indicate it had split into several 
pieces. 
Neighbors of Shofstall, who told 
officers they witnessed the flight

William Cooper Fairbank, whose 
o:d-school courtesy had made him 
well-known to several thousands of 
regular visitors to Shaw’s Garden, 
died of paralysis yesterday at the 
home of a son, Alfred Fairbank, 
6612 Waterman avenue.

BRITISH ENVOY 


PREDICTS EUROPE | 
WILL DROP WAR 


Ambassador Howard Warns 


American Peace Society, 
However, Not to Discard 
National Defense. 


U. S. TREATY PLAN 
WELCOMED ABROAD 


All Countries Have Grasped 
Immense Significance of 
Negotiations, Speaker 
and Others Assert. 


By thé Associated Press, 
CLEVELAND, O., May %&.—- 
While wars and rumors of wars 
make it expedient not to discour- 
age all preparation for national 
defense the trend of thought 
among the nations, particularly 
those of Europe, is in the direc- 
tion of permanent peace, Sir Esme 
Howard, British Ambassador to the 
United States, declared last night 
before the World Conference on 
International Justice. 


Addressing the delegates of the 
American Peace Society, under 
whose auspices the ecqnference is 
being held here this week, Sir 
Esme expressed the opinion that 
as the*powers become more accus- 
tomed to the idea that wars belong 
to a past and barbarous age they 
will undoubtedly be able to dis- 
card their naval and military arm- 
aments entirely. But this will be 
accomplished little by little, he 
said, 

Obstacles to Peace, 


The Ambassador criticised those 
journalists who try to “keep alive 
public interest in the drama of 
human nature” by constantly pre- 
dicting wars. 

“There is more joy on earth 
over two sinners who break each 
other’s heads than over’ 99 and 
aight just men who keep the 
peace,” he asserted. “This is they, 
I am convinced, one of the prin- 
cipal obstacles in the way of edu- 
catihg men in the ways of peace.” 

The attitude of the daily press, 
so far as news values are con- 
cerned, inevitably means “flaming 
headlines” to announce even the. 
remote possibility of a conflict of 
some kind, whereas if the cause 
of the trouble is removed by ne- 
gotiations this hardly receives any 
notice in the back pages, said the 
speaker. But. he hastened to lay 
the blame for this, not on the press, 
but on some “inherent kink in the 
brain of humanity.” 

“In spite of the journalists who 
are always predicting wars,” -h? 
said, “every year that passes sees a9 
improvement in the European situ- 
ation. Nowhere in Europe today 
is there more impressive evidencs 
of a desire for peace than in Ger- 
many. But it is well 60 jong as 
wars and rumors of wars have bot 
died away not to discourage ail 
preparation for defense. 

Believes Wars Will Be Dropped. 

“Can we not hope that as years 
pass without the recurrence of war 
between the great Powers of Eu- 
rope that inhabitants of that great- 
ly stricken continent may drop 
thinking altogether about war @# @ 
means of settling disputes? I firm- 
ly believe that time is coming, in- 
deed that it is not very far off. 
But this is no reason why we 
should in any way relax our ef- 
forts on behalf of peace. 

“For this reason all countries 
have welcomed the discussions cot - 
cerning a general treaty for the 
renunciation of war which have 
been proceeding between the Unit- 
ed'States Government and the 
French Government. All countries 
without doubt have grasped by now 
the immense significance and tni- 
portance of these negotiations.” 

President Coolidge, honorary 
chairman of the Centennial Com- 
mittee, celebrating the 100th birth- 
day of the American Peace Society, 
in a apecial message explained that 
he was unable attend because of 
pressing duties and expressed the 
belief that the conference will be 
helpful in promoting a better un- 
derstanding among nations.

MR. HAY AT FULTON. 


That was a good speech Charles M. Hay made at 
Fulton in opening his campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for United States Senator. There was 
fire in it and force and conviction and many a jolting 
verbal uppercut. He was at his best, and there are 
few better than Mr. Hay at his best. 

On. the subject of prohibition, however, the orator 
seemed almost apologetic. He had always been a 
| prohibitionist, he explained, and appeared to find 
_a@ virtue in his consistency. He quoted Jefferson’s 
'“absolute acquiescence in the decisions of the ma- 
jority’ in support of his position. 

How Jefferson would feel today in the matter 
of unquestioning acceptance of the majority’s de- 
cisions ig, we think, debatable. But at the time 
he spoke those words majority rule was on trial; 
it was something new under the sun; it required 
a nurseling’s tender care and fond indulgence, if 
the infant were to survive and attain its full stature. 
And though a philosopher and something of a 
prophet, Jefferson was a practical statesman and 
an astute politician. Moreover, the majority he saw 


was @ majority zealous of its sovereignty and con-. 


scientiously and gravely performing its duties of 
citizenship. 

Jefferson never foresaw an America where less 
than half of the qualified voters participated in a 
presidentia) election. He never foresaw an America 
in which the States thoughtlessly surrendered their 
specially reserved powers to the Federal Govern- 


of his own professed follewers merrily repudiated 
‘his solemn precepts, Jefferson never foresaw ewhat 
De Tocqueville a quarter of a century later discerned 
and defined as “the tyranny of the majority,” over- 
coming constitutional principles and restrictions. 

Still, we grant Mr. Hey complete intellectual sin- 
cerity in summoning Thomas Jefferson to the witness 
stand in defense of his espousal of prohibition. But 
why should such @ cause have to be defended or, 
in any way, justified by patriarchal testimony? Why 
not present it on its intrinsic righteousness, proudly 
proclaiming its holiness and banishing \a!l] dissenters 
to perdition? That is the way it used to be done, 
and that is the way Mr. Hay used to do it, when 
he was a militant dry. 

We get the impression that, if he could manage 
it, Mr. Hay would gladly drop this subject of pro- 
hibition from the primary curriculum. He cannot 
do it, and neither can any other candidate.

SKILLED EMPLOYES. 

Street car employes are skilled workers. This has 
not always been recognized. Because apy ablebodied 
man, with a short course of instruction, can start and 
stop a car, or take fares, after a fashion, some em- 
ployers have treated motormen and conductors as 
unskilled labor. Such has not been the policy of the 
St. Louis management headed by Rolla Wells and 
A. T. Perkins, in the last half-dozen years. They 
placed premiums on experience and care, and they 
have built up a personnel which today is runbing 
the ears, through the heaviest traffic known here, 
with far less than the former number of serious ac- 
cidents. Every passenger who sits habitually on a 
front seat knows how frequent are the near-collisions, 
occasioned by the recklessness of motorists, and pre- 
vented by the promptness and care of motormen. The 
conductor, with a folding step to manipulate, bas 
nearly as much responsibility for safety, and the 
demands on his tact and patience are probably 
greater. 

It would take months of multiplied accidents and 
public inconvenience to replace the force at anything 
like its present efficiency, even if the change were 
made amicably. Those who use the cars do not wish 
to see such a change tried. And they do not believe 
the men should be asked to work for less than ade- 
quate pay. 

INVESTIGATION’S HANDIWORK. 

The Senate Campaign Funds Committee com- 
menced an investigation on Monday of the expendi- 
tures of the candidates for the presidential nomina- 
tions. There is no expressed public demand for this 
inquiry, There has been no intimation of excessive 
disbursements for any candidate. No millionaire has 
appeared in this contest as the financial backer of 
any contender. There is no public expectation of 
sensational disclosures, 

Nevertheless, this investigation will serve a useful 
purpose if it does nothing more than confirm the 
public’s judgment as to the propriety with which the 
contest has been waged. Such a result will be a re- 
assuring contrast to the findings of eight years ago, 
when Lowden money was discovered fn the pockets 
of a score of Missouri politfcians and when Col. Proc- 
ter of Cincinnati dispensed something more than a 
million in an effort to nominate Gen. Wood. 

Other items may be entered to the credit of investi- 
gation. Pennsylvania is not likely again to stage a

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JUST SHORT OF PERFECTION. 
On Dec. 17 last the submarine S-4 was rammed 
‘by the coast guard destroyer Paulding off Province- 
‘town. The 5-4, with five officers, 34 enlisted men 
And one civilian aboard, sank and only very recently 
was brought to the surface. Attempts at rescuing 
the 40 doomed men were balked, it was said at the 
time, by a rough sea, although great criticism was 
made of the way Admiral Brumby conducted the 
rescue operations. . 

A naval court of inquiry made a report on Feb. 21 
holding Lieutenant-Commander Jones of the S-4 and 
Lieutenant-Commander John S. Baylis of the Paul- 
ding jointly responsible for the disaster. It found 
further that Admiral Brumby “failed to contribute 
that superior and intelligent guidance, force and 
sound judgment expected from an officer of bis length 
of service, experience and position.”* It supplemented 
this rebuke by recommending that Admiral Brumby 
be detached from his command of submarine 
operations. 

Various protests were made to the naval court’s 
findings. Secretary Mellon, whose department has 
supervision over the coast guard, protested against 
the serious blame placed on Baylis, stating that the 
coast guard’s own investigation had proved Baylis 
blameless. Admiral Leigh of the Navy objected not 
only to the placing of blame upon Jones, but upon 
the strictures made against Brumby. 

There followed a series of events which resulted 


in the reversal of the original court of inquiry and 
which constitute a triumph of whitewashing. The 
muddle-hefded Admiral Brumby was the first to 
emerge all spick and span. A supplementary inquiry 
found “nothing in his conduct in connection with 
the rescue or salvage operations which is considered 
blameworthy or other than commendable.” {t con: 
tinued Brumby in his command,

Ignorant of Many Important Facts, and Were Incapable Mentally of Passing

HE 12 mechanics, clerks, and smal] mer- 
Tenants deliberated in their attic rpom
